so far as we know there is DO Eastern 
member ol Congress who docs not hold a 
like view. This opposition seeks to justify 
itself with the argument that the Govern- 
ment has no right to perform a work of this 
kind thf> bene6tsx>f which would largely go 
to private parties, and it refuses to see any 
advantages (o the whole people from re- 
deeming and making available for Ihe pro-1 


dactiou of wealth, nud for Ihs homes of n 
population as litrga as that of the country 
at present, an area equal to more then 
half the laud in tbo nation now being cul- 
tivated. 
The Government might spend 


money, say the Eastern opponents of irri 
gatioQ, to remove tbo surplus stones from 
the farms of New England as properly 
as it might spend

the lucking moisture to the farms of the 
West. 


"It is easy to find argument of this sort 


to presume waste and fraud, and to assert 
that the plan is one to get rid of public rev- 
enue, and such assertion may appear to 
some BS evidence of an honest concern for 
the welfare of the public treasury.

It is shown in this frank declaration 
of the New York Commercial Advertiser:

It hopes to 
see works built oil the banks of the Truck™ 
that will be deserving of the name of "re 
dnotion works." 


There is no business proposition in the 


State of Nevada to-day that offers better 
inducements for capital—$500,000 of cap- 
ital. 


Leaving out every other part of the Slate 


save find except the Brunswick lode, in 
this connty, and there is sufficient ore in 
sight to warrant the expenditure of $500,- 
000 in a plant that would be able to re- 
duce it, and it may not be out of place to 
add that the Brunswick lode is but an in- 
significant consideration in the object of 
building redaction works in this State. 


The Occidental, upon the result of the 


working of which the fate of the lode prin- 
cipally depends, was located in early days 
as a lime quarry. There are several build- 
ings in Virginia City built with lime burned 
at that mine. 
It was sutsequently ascer- 


tained that the gypsum they were burning 
was the matrix of the metal silver, and tho 
claim w<u relocated as a silver-beating lode. 
r£hei-e is no quartz there. The gangue ia 
composed ol gypsum, sulphur—making 
lime—and manganese.' 


Wo have no available means in this State 


to reduce thisjore—to separate its minerals. 
Amalgamation has been tried and found 
sadly wanting. The sulphur in the ota 
must bo gotten rid of. Ghlorination is the 
best moans known to get the highest per- 
centage out of it. 
We have no works in 


this State to do this, and we want them, 


If the Occidental had made a success of 


its works there would be to-day 200 men 
working on that lode, and half a dozen 
companies could to-day raise all money 
they needed to prospect their claims. 


If we get the proper reduction works in 


this State, the Occidental, or rather the 
B. inswick lode, can be worked at a profit. 


We are extracting out of the ores in 


Nevada mnoh less than 80 per cent.. The 
only mine paying decent dividends—or any 
dividends—in this State, extracts but 80 
per cent, of the silver and gold contained 
in its ore—and gets nothing else out—and 
that is the best work done in the way of 
milling in this State. 


Now, is that not butchery of our prom- 


inent industry, taken at ita best? 


The tailings, slag, speiss or dump of the 


reduction works of Denver are absolutely 
worthless—so far as science is able to do 
anything with the refuse. It "assays but 
three per cent. In this State the profit— 
the diamond—of the matter is that which 
has flowed from the pan. 


By all means, let the reduction works of 


Reno be rebuilt, and let there be such ad- 
ditions built as may be necessary^to enable 
them to reduce the ore of this State, and 
separate the metals contained in them, and 
get at least 95 per cent, of their a1 say 
value. 
There is not a mine in Colorado worked 


to-day (hat could maintain itself if only 80 
per cent, of the assay value of its ore was 
extracted from it. There .are a number of 
Nevada mines that can do it.
